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To ihe Readers of this Book : 

I fear that some may be disappointed upon seeing the '* book " 
which has been talked about and written about so long. And 
they may not be without some reason for thus feeling for I am 
well aware that there are many omissions and may be many 
errors, in names, dates, Ac. But taking into oonsideration the 
fact that no records have been kept in writing in most of the 
families and that the history here presented covers a period of 
150 years, more or less, is it to be wondered at that some things 
are not mentioned. I have had great difliculty in getting replies 
to some of my letters of inquiry; I did not consider it needful to 
enelose stamps for reply, as I was not, by any means, to be the 
only gainer by the proceeding. 

I know, however, that this is a step so far in the right direc- 
tion and would urge that entry one who bears the name of 
McCriUis, or who is connected with the family, may on seeing 
this work send a complete record of their family history as far as 
they are able to give it, so that I may at some future time publish 
another and a better " McCrillis Record." 

The following I submit thinking it my duty to give the result 
of my search, and hoping it may stimulate to far better results in 
this direction in the future.

The McCrillis Families. 



A cuiiosity to know the liistory of ray own family name, and 
iiiquirios from others respecting the origin of our family, led me 
to commence ia August, 1B78, a search to ascertain, if possible) 
the facts pertaining to the history of the McCrillis family in 
America, trace it back to the country across the water from 
which the first of the family came, and compile in some visible 
form what records I might^ather, so that there might be some 
enduring record to be kept among our families^ for if not thus 
gathered into some complete form soon, the lapse of a few years 
would render it impossible. 

The result of my exertions in this direction has not, I have 
many times thought, paid for the time spent in the work, yet I 
think I ought to give io others what little I may have gathered, 
as others have helped me to obtain it. 

My great difficulty has been in obtaining answers to my let- 
ters, of which I have written not a few, but I must say that to 
some especially I owe my thanks fpr their kind attention and 
co-operation. I have not had the time or the money to spend to 
any great extent in going in person to search for family records, 
but have relied mostly on correspondence by letter with all I 
could hear of bearing the name, or descended from any of the 
name, and with some others. 

Hoping that this small effort will stimulate to further inquiry, 
and to keeping along family records better, I submit the follow- 
ing : 

In 1742 three brothers, William, Henry and Daniel McCrillis 
came to this country, probably from the North of Ireland, and set- 
tled in the towns near Portsmouth, N. H., William in Gilmanton, 
N. H., Henry in Nottingham, N. H., and Daniel in Lebanon, Me. 

i think, althongh I could not prove that it was so^ there was 
another brother named John who settled ftiially, with ikwi William 
first named, in ('olerainc, Mass. Of him I shall have occasion to 
speak by and by. 
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That these were the names of the first ancestors of our families 
and that they came from the place named I am quite sure, but 
the date 1742 may be wrong as there are records of some of the 
name in the country earlier than thie by some years. 

These people, it is stated, came from the North of Ireland ; 
but they were not Irish ; they were of Scotch descent. 

'nie circumstances that led to the emigration of many Scotch 
people to North Ireland and to the emigration of their descend- 
ants from there to this country cannot, perhaps, be better told 
than by quoting from Sanborn's History of New Hampshire. 

"Ireland was subjected to the arms of Henry II (of England) 
in 1171-2. He left the Irish princes in possession of their terri- 
tories and bestowed some land on English adventurers appoint- 
ing Earl Richard DeClare, surnamed ^'Strongbow," seneschal of 
the kingdop. 

This division of imperial power disturbed the peace of the 
island and led to repeated rebellions. In the reign of James I, 
the Earl of Tyrone raised the standard of insurrection and after 
being once pardoned renewed the conflict, was defeated and tied 
to Spain. A large tract of land in the province of Ulster was con- 
fiscated and offered on liberal terms to new settlers. James, be- 
ing by birth a Scotch man, induced a colony of his countrymen 
from Argyleshire, Scotland, to settle in Ulster, (the most northern 
province in Ireland) in 1612. They were Scotch Presbyterians. 

During the next twenty years many clergymen of that denomi- 
nation, with their flocks, emigrated to Ireland and added strength 
and prosperity to the colony. They were, of course, objects of 
intense hatred to their Irish neighbors, who only waited a con- 
venient opportunity to rise and avenge their wrongs. In 1041 
they attempted to exterminate the entire protestant population 
of Ireland, and so far succeeded that 40,000 of them were sud- 
denly massacred in different parts of the island. 'No age, no sex, 
no condition, was spared, but death was the slightest punishment 
inflicted by the rebels; all the tortures which wantoii cruelty 
could devise, all the lingering pains of body, the anguish of mind, 
the agony of dispair, could not satiate the revenge of the Irish.' 
This rebellion 'dragged its slow length along' till in 1640, the 
sword of Cromwell avenged the blood of slaughtered saints, and 
by making a solitude conquered peace. 

After the restoration in 1660, James the brother of Charles and 
a bigoted Catholic, was appointed Viceroy of Scotland. The 
Scc»ch Presbyterians were the objects of his hatred, and perse- 
cution, lie let loose upon them the dogs of war, among Uiem 
such monsters of cruelty as James Graham of Claverhouse. 
''The chief of the Tophet upon earth, a soldier of distinguished 
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courage and professional skill, but rapacious and profane^ of 
violent temper and obdurate heart, who has left a name where- 
ever the Scottish race is settled, on the faoe of the fflobe, which 
is mentioned with a peculiar energy of hatred. This persecu- 
tion drove multitudes into exile. Large numbers lied to Ireland 
to join the remnant of their bretheren whom the knives of Catho- 
lic assassins had spared. Among these were many of the immedi- 
ate ancestO]*6 of the Scotch Irish who came to this country in 
1718 and a few years after.'' 

Sixteen families commenced the settlement of Ix)ndonderry N. 
H. in 1719, but there is no mention in any Londonderry records, of 
anyone of the name of M-cCriUis. There were 120 families in 
all who came first to this country from the North of Ireland. 
They settled in the southwestern part of Maine, south N. H.^and in 
the eastern half of Mass. 

The writer thinks that the first of the name of McCrillis must 
have come with this company or witti others who came soon 
after. Perhaps at several different times. 

As to the character of these people, as a whole, it is universally 
stated that they were God fearing, quiet, industrious, and orderly. 
Although at first disliked by the first colonists on account of 
some or their customs being different from the common ways in 
the colonies, and because they came from Ireland, therefore being 
thought Irish, they at length won the respect and good will of 
all the people, who found that their coming was a gain to the 
communities where they settled. 

They introduced the use of the spinning wheel, and the oulti* 
vation of the potato, into New Hampshire. 

A great many of our most eminent men in all departments of 
life have descended from these people. 

Identified with them were the McCrillis family — records of 
whom are found in Lebanon, Me., Nottingham and Deerfield, 
N. H., Coleraine, Boxford and Boston, Mass. As before stated 
there appear to have been four of the name of McCrillis who 
came to this country sometime between 1719 and 1742. One of 
them named Henry McCrillis (No. 1) settled in Nottingham, N. 
II. His descendants settled mostly in Southern N. H. 

He had a son named John (No. 2) nearly all of whose des- 
cendants I think I can name. Whether Henry McCrillis had other 
children I have not been able to ascertain. John's wife's name 
was Margaret Harvey.

JOHN, (Jlenry,^ Jokn,^ Jokn,^) This man is worthy of more 
than a passing notice. Pie lived to a great age and w^ able, be- 
fore his death, to look npon five generations of descendants. He 
wa.** born in Dcei-field N. H., July 15, 1773, and died Sept. 4, 
1873, thus living to the great age of one hundred years one 
month and twenty days. 

He waH a blacksmith by trade, as was his father and his grand- 
father, and was well and strong throughout his life. He mar- 
ried Hannah Dowst, and reared a family of ten children, four of 
whom are at present living; tkeir names are given further on. 
At the time of his niarriafi^c he and his wif«f settled in Goshen, N. 
H., where they lived until their death. 

An amusing incident in the life of this old man is not out* of 
place here. 

lie had made his home in Goshen sometime before his mar- 
riage, leaving his lady love in Dcerfield, and desiring to have her 
with him he took two horses and went to Deerfield after her. 
But the parents were unwilling to let their daughter go so far 
away from them into the woods, i\» it was then. So the lovers 
agreed to leave for Goshen while the old folks were asleep and 
the maiden, getting out of tlie window of her room, mounted one 
of the horses and the pair sped away to the minister's, were 
married and then went to Goshen. 

He remembered the Revolntionary war, being nearly three, 
years old at the time of the Declaration of Independance, and 
nine years and six months old at the close of the war. He re- 
membered seeing a cannon burst at a meeting of rejoicing, and 
• told of incidents of the enlistment of nien into the Revolutionary 

army who were to receive a two year old heifer eidi as bounty. 

As a Free Mason, ho was initiated and an Kntt^inl A|>|>rontico 
in Mount Vernon Lodge, No. 15, April 15, 1H22; passed to the 
degree of Fellow Craft, Aug. 20, 1822; raised to the sublime 
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degree of a Master Mason, Dec. 9, 162S; appointed Steward 1623, 
1824, 1835, and 1836; Select Committee eleven years. Elected 
Honorary Member at annual communication, Apr. 7, 1873. 

His hundredth birthday was celebi'Hted in a rustic pavilion 
built for the occasion opposite his residence, one hundred and 
twenty feet long, and eighteen feet wide, with wings on each 
side the same width, forty feet long, seating live hundred and fif- 
teen people, into which he walked and seemed to enjoy the occasion, 
seeing present 41 descendants several of the fifth generation. 

For an account of this celebration and also for an account of 
the funeral of tliis venerable man I copy from the ^' N. H. Argus 
and Spectator,'^ kindly loaned me by his son Mr. W. H. McCrilliH 
^ of Newport, N. H. 

*'0n Tuesday last iMt. Vernon Lodge, No. 15, of Free Itod Accepted 
Masons, together with a large number of citizens, under escort of the 
Sullivan Commandcry of Knidits Templars and Clnreroont Brass Band, 
proceeded to Qoshen to pay their respects to, and congratulate the vener* 
able John McOrilltsof that town, a most worthy memfier of the fraternity, 
on reaching his one hundredth birthday. > 

On arrivmg at Qoshen, a large pavilion, well covered with boughs and 
capable of seating nearly five hundred people, well supplied with edibles, 
was prepared by the family. The Masonic Fraternity immediately pro- 
ceeded to the school house, near by, and formed a procession with Col. 
Natlian Huntoon of Unity, now in the ninety first year of his age, as mar- 
shal. Col. II. having, as we are informed, performed the same service 
upon the same spot for the company that marched from Goshen to Ports- 
mouth during the war of 1812 He stood erect and marched with the 
precision anatread of a soldier of twenty-five. The procession proceeded 
to the pavilion where ample provision bad been made for their reception. 
After being seated, the venerable Mr. McCrillis walked through the pavil- 
ion, supported by two of his friends, Hud took his seat on the platform. 
He appeared quite feeble, although apparently in good spirits and in the 
perfect possession of his mental powers, David McLaughlin, £.sq., of 
Goshen, took general charge of affairs, while Harvey Huntoon, Esq. 
of Unity, Post Jlaster of Mt. Vernon Lodge, officiated as Master Mason 
and presided at the table. A fervent praver was offered by Rev. Mr. Wil- 
kin, pastor of the Methodist Church of Newport. 

After the dinner had been served, A. S. Walt, Esq., of Newport, in an 
appropriate speech, presented Mrs. McCrillis, of Goshen, daughter-in-law 
of the venerable J. McCrillis und in whose family he has long resided, 
with a nice cake basket and pie knife as a testimonial frum the ladies of 
. Newport for her kind care and treatment of her aged father-in-law. Mrs. 
McCrillis made a very happy response. Miss Ayer, a great grand daugh- 
ter, read a poem, written b^ one of the McCrillis famuy, well adupted to 
the occasion. The following ode, composed by Matthew Harvey, Esq., 
of Newport, was read by the author and sung by* a quartette under the ni- 
rcction of B. li Allen, of Newport, the audience Joining in singing the 
chorus. Tunc, New England.

Dr. Mclntire of Concord, son-in-law of Mr. McOrillis, read an interest- 
ing account, which he had written, of the venerable man's life, commenc- 
ing with his emigration to Qoshen from Deerfleld, his native town, in 179G. 
at the ago of 29. He came, with his wife, on horseback, she riding behind 
him. 

After this, appropriate remarks were made by Hon. H. W. Parker of 
Claremont ; Hon. £. B. Knight of W. Va., who happened to be present ; 
Alex. Barton, Esq. of Brandon, Vt., an old acquaintance of Mr. McCrillis'; 
Hon. L. W. Barton , Mutiliew llurvcy , 11. Q. Oarleton of Newport ; and 
Harvey Uuutoon, Esq. of Unity. 
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The venerable Mr. McCrillU is a native of Deertield, N. 11. He is uf 
Scotch-Irlsli descent — liis ancestors emigrating from tlie Nortli of Ireland 
not fur from the time of the first settlcmenl of Londonderry when so many 
Scotch-Irish came to this country, many of wliose descendants arc the most 
prominent and l)est citizens of tlie stale. His wife died some ten or twelve 
years airo, during which time he has lived with his' son W. H. McCrillis, 
Eso. He has been the father of eleven children, and has ninety one grand 
children, and descendants to the fifth generation ; three of whom were 
prcHcnt at the celebration. 

Among the aged persons present besides Col. Huntoon, the chief mar- 
.shal of ilie occasion, was Mrs. Sally Gilman of(,£usl Unity, now in the 
ninety fourth year of her age. She appeared active and t^mart ; wore a silk 
dre^s over one hundred years old ana bids fair to Ihj a centenarian. 

The citizens of Goshen, as well as the family of the centenarian, are 
entitled to much credit for the handsome entertainment given. All the 
exercises were most admirably conducted and the audience, which num- 
J)ered at least one thousand, appeared to be highly gratified to see the ven- 
erable man. Many of them took him by the hand. 

The company dispersed about four o'clock, the occasion being one long 
to be remembered."

**Thc events connected with the centennial celebration of the birth of 
John McOrillis, Esq. at Goshen on the 15th of July last, are yet fresh in 
the remembrance of the one thousand persons who participated in them. 
We then cheerfully opened our columns for a report of that truly impos- 
ing demonstration; and to-day we sadly open them again to announce the 
veteran's death. He died at the residence of his son W . H McCrillis, Esq. 
In Goshen, on Thursday afternoon, September fourth, at the age of oite 
hundred years one month and twenty days. 

As the history of Mr. McOrillis* long and unblemished life has been so 
recently and widely published, it is unnecessary that we should re|ieat it in 
this connection It is perhaps sufficient to say that the tribute of respect 
which was paid to him on thait occasion, alluded to above, was substantially 
repeated at hia grare. The funeral, which tock place last Sabbath, was 
attended by a very large number of relatives and friends including Mount 
Vernon Lodge and a large delegation from Hiram Lodge at Claremont. 
An impressive and eloquent sermon was delivered by Rev. Lemuel Willis 
of Warner, and was followed by appropriate music. The Masonic servi- 
ces were also well conducted under the direction of H. M. Ingram of 
Mount Vernon Lodge. 

The centenarian has gone ! But his memory, like the evergreen that 
covers his ashes, will long remain fresh and fragrant."

The town records show that the death of John McCrilis occurs 
red Nov. 30, 1769. He left a will, a copy of which is given 
below: 

In the name of €k)d, Amen. 

I, John McCrilis, of Colrain.so called, Husbandman, being very sick, 
andweak of body, but of a disposing mind and perfect memory, thanks 
be given unto God, calliog unto mind the mortalitv of my body, and 
knowing that it is appointed for all men once to die, do make and ordain 
this my last Will and Testament: That is to say, principally and first of 
all, I give and recommend my Soul into the hand of Almightv Qod, that 
gave it, & my body I recommend to the earth, to be hurried in decent 
Christian burial, at the discretion of m^ executors, nothing doubting but 
at the general rcsurection, I shall receive the same again by the mighty 
power of Qod: And as touching such worldly estate wlierewith it hath 

{>leased Qod to bless roe in this life. I give, devise, A dispose of the same 
n the following manner & form: 

Imprimis. I give and bequeath to Sarah, my dearly beloved wife, all 
my notes of hand for money, & money in possession: four Cows which 
she has chosen, A summers keeping for them. My houss it all the 
household furniture, A all the orcharding: The third Mn of the pro- 
duce of my farm in Indian Corn. Wheat, Rye, Oata, Hay, &c.. 9 the 
thinl part of the shccps wool, to be laid in annually for hor fooa & rai- 
ment while she lives.

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'] ItMk I give to my wHl beloyed son William McCrilis, all that lot of 

land which he now possesses A whereon he lives^ freely by him to be 
possessed & enjoved, provided that hu pay within two years after my 
decease, to his sister Margaret Wells of Qreenfield, aud her son, Ten 
pounds lawful money; or to the value of it in anything which they may 
agree upon. 

Xb^M. I g^re to my well beloved son John McGrUI% all the remaining 
part of my real estate In this place, whether bought formerly, or more 
lately, by him to be possessed and enjoyed; together with all the remain- 
ing part of the great and small cattle,' Plows, & plow irons, Chains, 
I Dragg A all other utensils, on or about the premises, provided notwith- 

I standing, that he pay over the following bequestments: First, to his 

sister Esther McC. Lucas in the space of one year after my decease, Ten 
shillings in lawful money. Also to his neice Sarah Pennef now with me, 
at the age of eighteen years, one good bed & bed cloathcs, A all other 
cloathes for wearing & attending publick worship, decent and hand- 
some, provided she lives with him, till that term; also a good cow. 

Also to his nephews, Isaac and Archibald Fennel now wit\i me as fol- 
lows, viz: To each of tliem at the age of fourteen or sixteen years one 
pair of Steers, two years and six months old at least, provided they live 
with him till the expiration of any one of the aforementioned terms, and 
all necessary cloathing at ye discretion of my executors. 

And last of all, I nominate, ordain & appoint. Mess Thomas Morris 
A James Breakenbridge, both of Colrain, so called, the sole executors of 
this my last will A testament, and I do hereby utterly disallow, revoke, A 
disanull all A every other former Testaments, Wills, Legacies, Bequests, 
and Executors, by me In any ways before named, willed and bequeatheid, 
ratifying A Confirming this, A no other, to be my last will A testament. 

In witness whereof, 1 have hereunto set my hand and seal, this nine- 
teenth day of September, 1750.

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llie writer finds among the records of the Scotch-Irish 
(Religious) Society of Boston, an item like this: 

« Married." 

<' William McOrilis <fe Jannet McOlure." 

Who this William McCrilis was is not exactly determined, 
but the idea that he was the William McCrilis of Coleraine 
seems most reasonable and that Jannet McClure was his first 
wife. 

A fact which seems to bear this out is, that under date of 
''Aug. 15, 1749, Hugh Morison, of a place called Cold Rain, for 
one thousand pounds, old tenor, sold William McCrilis of Boston 
in the County of Suffolk, husbandman, three hundred acres of 
land in Cold Rain." 

Other records concerning Wm. McCrilis say under date 
"Northampton the fifth of Dec. 1781 the Hon. Eleazer Potter 
Esq., Jud^e of the Probate of Wills, Ac. for A within the 
County of Hampshire," appointed Jemima McCrilis and David 
Harroun to be guardians unto Martha McCrilis aged nine years, 
Elizabeth McCrilis aged six years A William McCrilis aged 
sixteen months, children and heirs of William McCrilis, late of 
"Coldrain," in said county. 

Another record is a title deed given by Wm. Clark of Coler- 
aine in 1784, conveying twelve acres of land to Jemima Mc- 
Crilis, Spinster, and David Harroun, gentlemen, both of Colrain, 
for the sum of nineteen pounds and eight shillings.

Maccrellish. 

There have been later emigrations of the people of the Ale- 
Crillis family, but the name is spelled Maccrellish. Which 
name is correct has not been ascertained, but those spelling their 
names the latter way came to this country at a later date than 
those of the former name. 

Four brothers, spelling their names in this way, came to this 
country before the war 6f the Revolution. 

Their branch of the family went from Scotland, sometime be- 
fore, to the North of Ireland for reasons stated in the first pages 
of this book. These brothers went back to Paisley, Scotland, 
whence they came to America. Three of them fought ill the 
Revolutionary war under Washington. 

After the war the brothers sent lor their father. 
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They lived in Philadelphia, whence in the latter part of the 
last century they scattered over the country. 

The eldest brother had children (girls) who married and lived 
in Philadelphia. 

Another brother had four sons the vounsest of whom is at 
present the publisher of the ^^Daily AUa California,'*^ a news 

|)aper of San Francisco, Cai. His name is Frederick Maccrel- 
isn.3^' Two of his brothers are married ; one has two sons. 

It would be interesting to trace the genealogy of this branch 
of the family.
